The  State  of  Missouri  contains  114  counties;  95  counties  making  re¬ 
turns  and  19  failing  to  do  so.  The  eighth  census  of  the  State  of  Missouri 
was  taken  in  18G0.  In  this,  only  113  counties  are  represented.  Since  the 
census  was  taken,  the  county  of  Worth  has  been  organized,  (act  approved 
February  8,  1861,  to  take  elfect  February  25,  1861 ;)  and  as  this  county  was 
taken  entirely  from  Gentry  county,  it  has  been  represented  in  said  census 
with  the  last-named  county.  No  new  counties  have  since  been  organized.

The  State  lias  been,  in  above-mentioned  session,  divided 
into  twenty-nine  (State)  Senatorial  Districts;  each  such  Dis¬ 
trict  elects  one  Senator,  except  the  Twenty-ninth  District, 
(St.  Louis  county),  which  is  entitled  to  five  Senators.  The 
mode  of  electing  these  Senators  has  been  provided  for  in  the 
fifth  section  of  the  act  approved  November  17, 1857,  in  such  a 
manner  that  of  the  thirty-three  State  Senators,  one-half  shall 
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be  elected  at  every  general  election;  (one-half  to  consist  of 
sixteen,  the  other  half  of  seventeen  Senators.)  These  elec¬ 
tions  are  held  once  in  every  two  years,  (ISTovember.)

The  Senate  is  presided  over  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor. 
The  House  of  Eepresentatives  elects,  from  one  of  its  mem¬ 
bers,  a  Speaker,  who  presides  over  that  body. 

The  number  of  members  for  a  Convention  is  double  that  of 
State  Senators  ;  each  Senatorial  District,  therefore,  sends  two 
Delegates  for  every  Senator  to  which  it  is  entitled — making 
a  total  of  sixty-six  members,  or  Delegates.

Tlio  State  of  Missouri  is  divided  iuto  Niue  Congressional 
.Districts,  by  an  Ordinance  of  the  Missouri  State  Convention, 


adopted  June  7,  18G2.  According  to  this  ordinance,  each 
District  elects  one  member  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States;  and  the  Districts  have  been  laid  off  as  follows: 

First  Oongressional  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  Fourth, 
Fifth,  Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighth,  Ninth  and  Tenth  Wards  of  the 
city  of  St.  Louis,  as  now  established ;  all  that  part  of  St. 
Louis  Township  north  of  the  Manchester  road,  and  St.  Fer¬ 
dinand  Township  and  Central  Township,  of  the  County  of 
St.  Louis. 


Second  Congressional  District  shall  be  composed  of  the 
First,  Second  and  Third  Wards  of  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  as 
now  established ;  all  that  part  of  St.  Louis  Township  south 
of  the  Manchester  road,  and  Carondelct  ToAvnship,  Bon- 
homme  Township,  and  Meramec  Township  ;  also,  the  counties 
of  Jefferson,  Franklin,  G-asconade,  Osage,  Maries,  Crawford, 
Phelps  and  Pulaski. 

Third  Congressional  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  counties 
of  Dunklin,  Pemiscot,  New  Madrid,  Mississippi,  Stoddard, 
Butler,  Ei'pley,  Scott,  Wayne,  Eeynolds,  Shannon,  Cape  Oirar- 
deau,  Bollinger,  Madison,  Iron,  Dent,  Perry,  St.  Genevieve, 
St.  Francois,  Washington,  Carter  and  Oregon.

Camden. 
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Sixth  Congressional  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  coun¬ 
ties  of  Clinton,  Clay,  Platte,  Jackson,  Caldwell,  Pay, -Lafayette, 
Carroll,  Saline  and  Chariton. 

Seventh  Congressmial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the 
counties  of  Atchison,  Holt,  Hodaway,  Andrew,  Buchanan, 
HeKalb,  Gentry,  Daviess,  Harrison,  Livingston,  Grundy, 
Mercer,  Sullivan,  Putnam  and  Worth.
